II. Claims 13-19 are, drawn to a prepreg impregnated with a resin, classified 
in class 427, subclass 285.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions II and I are distinct and separate from each other because Invention I relates 
to a resin composition while Invention II teaches a prepreg impregnated with a resin.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
